It is not an exaggeration to say that the American 
people have retired from the business of self-gov- 
ernment. 
rule, has in effect passed. We have quit voting. Qnly 
about half of our qualified voters go to the polls. 
This is not a fresh discovery. But it takes on a new 
and disturbing significance in comparison with the 
showing of other peoples. In England, for instance, 
from 75 to 82 per cent of the electors voted in the 
last two elections. Republican Germany has the same 
percentage. Australia and New Zealand have a 20- 
year average of 75, as have Belgium, Holland and 
Denmark. It is only in Latin America, with its wide 
illiteracy and lack of public opinion, that we find 
a civic apathy comparable to our own. 

This decline has come upon us in the last quarter 
of a century—in the period that has witnessed the 
rise of the organized minority into despotic power, 
with its endless variety of lotions, notions and emo- 
tions for reforming us. 

One reform was the primary. But we don’t vote 
in the primary—not more than 30 per cent of us. 
What is the result? Look at Missouri. Com- 
pare the men we have elected to important State 
offices since the primary with corresponding officials 
before the primary. It is the same story in every 
other state. So with our State Legislatures. So 
with Congress. There are exceptions, of course, but, 
broadly speaking, the men in public life today are 
inferior to their predecessors—inferior in ability and 
terribly inferior in character. 

Upon this inferiority, this cowardice of the poli- 
ticilan that has become proverbial, our organized 
minorities, our various special interests, thrive might- 
ily. When we say that the most powerful political 
boss this country has ever known exists today in the 
person of Wayne Wheeler of the Antisaloon League 
we know the statement will be indignantly denied, 
but it is the tru'h, just the same, and all the furiosos 
on the Antisaloon League's payroll cannot alter that 
truth. 

Is there any remedy? There is. We have got to 
get back into the business of self-government. We 
have got to take up the burdens of democracy, strap 
them on our own shoulders and carry them ourselvés. 
We have got to acquaint ourselves with public ques- 
tions, arrive at informed conclusions and vote intelli- 
gently. As it is we have abdicated our citizenship. 
We have turned over the task of choosing our public 
servants to special interests and we are getting the 
kind of government those special interests want and 
out of which they are profiting enormously both po- 
litically and materially.

Now ft is graft in the enforcement of the narcotic 
‘law that is receiving special attention on the part | 
jet the Federal authorities. Col. W. G. Beach, head of | 
‘the narcotic division of Illinois, has been arrested, | 
‘with three of his assistants, for grafting. They are 
‘charged with selling confiscated narcotics to nar- 
cotic bootleggers. Col. Beach’s arrest was the signal 
for wholesale raids by special Federal agents who, 
‘according to reports, have uncovered widespread 
bootlegging in Chicago. 

Disrespect for law, lawlessness and zrafting gO 
hand in hand with prohibition. This is the fruit of 
experience in both prohibition of liquor and narcot- 
ics. The temptations to graft are too great for many 
of the men who accept places in the prohibition 
forces. The extent of grafting operations is not 
known to the public, because the policy of the pro 
hibition enforcement authorities is to discharge, not 
expose and prosecute guilty officers and agents for 
“the good of the cause.” 

These evils are inherent in the whole scheme of 
prohibition and sumptuary legislation. History has 
'proved it and our experience in the face of historical 
‘evidence emphasizes it. It is impossible to control 
aes personal habits and appetites of men by law. Men 
| cannot be made good by law. The only province of 
law is to protect the rights of men and forbid in- 
| fringement of these rights. When the laws go be- 
‘yond this they promote lawlessness and graft. Moral 
suasion is the only remedy for personal weakness and 
demoralizing habits and appetites.
